Rome the First Stop 

on Our Visit to European 

Philatelic Centers 
RIGINALLY our pbhilatelic 


itinerary for 1960 was sched- 

uled to begin at Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, as a member of 
the Jury at UNIPEX, and with 
stops along the way in Ghana, Bel- 
gian Congo, and other of the coun- 
tries in that area whose stamps are 
now so much in the news. However, 
other commitments made it neces- 
sary to greatly curtail this ambitious 
travel program, and so we have 
started in the middle of our pro- 
posed trip, with the first stop at 
Rome. 


Much has transpired since our 
last visit to Rome in 1957 when we 
attended an international meeting 
of the People-to-People Program. 
At that time we had several confer- 
ences with stamp dealers and col- 
lectors, as well as government offi- 
cials in charge of philatelic activi- 
ties. Dr. Enzo Diena, grandson of 
Dr. Emilio Diena, one of Italy’s 
greatest philatelists, as president of 
the Federacione Societa Filateliche 
Italienne, developed an eleven-point 
program through which Italian stamp 
collectors and dealers could cooper- 
ate with President Eisenhower’s 
great efforts to create friendship 
and understanding at the grassroots 
level. Other Italian groups also 
pledged their support to the pro- 
ject, and during the nearly three 
years that have passed since then, 
substantial progress has been made 
towards realizing these objectives. 

Dr. Enzo Diena is one of those in 
the more active group of the younger 
generation who are making philatelic 
history in Italy. He has written 
"many articles for the philatelic press, 

as well as other mediums, and will 

be the Secretary of the Jury at the 
' London International Philatelic Ex- 
hibition in July. — 

The Rome Philatelic Club, of 
which Dr. Alberto Diena (Enzo’s 
father) is the president, meets every 
Sunday, and visiting stamp collec- 
tors are always: welcome.

Upon our arrival at the Excelsior 
Hotel in Rome we were greeted by 
Comm. Dott. Brunetto Brunetti, of 
the International Relations Bureau 
of the General Post Office. He was 
accompanied by Mr. Fabian Vildosi, 
translator and interpreter for the 
Post Office Department, represent- 
ing Mr. Romolo de Caterini, Direc- 
tor of Posts, who had been informed 
of our visit by L. Rohe Walter, Spe- 
cial Assistant to Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfield. Unfortu- 
nately, Mr. de Caterini and the Mini- 
ster of PTT were both out of the 
city during our visit, but Messrs. 
Brunetti and Vildosi saw to it that 
we were given every opportunity to 
make the contacts we desired, and 
they accompanied us on most of our 
visits. 

Of particular interest was a tour 
of the Postal Museum under the 
guidance of the Director, Dominico 
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Andreassi. The Museum is housed in 
splendid quarters in the General 
Post Office Headquarters Building 
(third division), with a series of 
large rooms in which the exhibits 
are effectively displayed. 

The Museum was established in 


1925, when steps were taken to 
gather and preserve all available 
material associated with Postal, 


Telegraph, and Telephone activities ; 
and a marvelous collection has re- 
sulted. These include original mail 
boxes, original autographs and 
manuscripts, and a whole room full 
of Marconi instruments. Even the 
furniture and paintings from an old 
postal station are included, and one 
could spend days before one could 
thoroughly study the material. 

Of particular interest to stamp 
collectors are of course the stamps 
themselves. All of the more recent 
stamps are secured from the U.P.U.,

but to fill the gaps, the Museum is 
privileged to exchange duplicates 
with collectors and dealers, and pur- 
chases can also be made from the 
Museum budget if and when there is 
any excess for that purpose. 

The stamps are all mounted on 
printed pages and kept in a file of 
cabinets with slide panels, made in 
Switzerland. Of even greater in- 
terest than the recent issues are the 
original drawings, proofs, and es- 
says received from their counterpart 
of our country’s Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing, just as our Post 
Office Department is doing. To keep 
their collection up to date and grow- 
ing they issue ‘“‘wants lists’ from 
time to time to encourage donations 
to the collection, the value of which 
can be deducted from income taxes. 

The Museum also has a large and 
remarkably fine collection of the 
original dies and plates used for the 
Italian States stamps, and hundreds 
of the cancellations used during the 
entire period. It is fortunate that 
these are now permanently in the 
custody of the Museum, for they 
could create havoc in the stamp 
world if they were to get into the 
hands of anyone wishing to use them 
for fraudulent purposes, 

Dr. Enzo Diena has written a 
very complete report on the Museum 
which was published in several in- 
stalments in the Official Post Office 
Bulletin. He has also written a 
shorter article on the postal displays 
for his own publication. 

In October 1959 the Post Office 
Department published a handsome 
book in three languages: Italian, 
French, and English, with ll 
stamps illustrated in actual color. 
The book is entitled “I Francobolli 
Dello Stato Italiano.” Between 10,- 
000 and 15,000 copies were pub-

lished. A large number were dis- 
tributed to post office personnel and 
administrations, but a small quan- 
tity were placed on sale at 15,000 
lire each (about $25.00). On account 
of the colored illustrations these 
books could probably not: be im- 
ported into the United States, al- 
though it is possible that some offi- 
cial copies were sent here. 


On October 10, 1957, we had an 
interview with the Hon. Bernardo 
Mattarella, Minister of P.T.T. 
which was reported in STAMPS of 
November 2, 1957. At that time we 
mentioned the problem of the de- 
monetized stamps that had accumu- 
lated since Italy had discontinued 
its philatelic agency. Mr. Mattarella 
advised us then that he had ap- 
pointed a committee, on which stamp 
dealers were represented, to study 
the situation and to recommend the 
procedure to be followed. Owing to 
change of administration and other 
complicating factors, no decision has 
so far been announced, and we en- 
deavored to learn just how matters 
now stand. 


Dr. Enzo Diena, whose father, 
Dr. Alberto Diena, had served on 
the committee, and Vittorio Lo Bi- 
anco, one of Italy’s foremost stamp 
dealers, were able to fill us in on the 
background. Briefly, the informa- 
tion given us was roughly as fol- 
lows: (1) By official decree all re- 
mainders of commemoratives since 
1954 have presumably been de- 
stroyed. (2) All remainders of rare 
issues prior to 1954 have long since 
been sold at a premium. (8) The 
accumulated remainders, which con- 
tain no rare issues, going back to 
1862-64 and up to 1954, have a 
value of about 2,800,000,000 Lire.

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New Italian Minister Posts 
Announces All Remain- 
ders of Demonetized 
Stamps Will Be Sold to 
Finance Improvements! 


Editor’s Note: In H. L. Lindquist’s 
report from Rome in this week’s 
issue of STAMPS, mention is made 
of a committee which had been ap- 
pointed a few years ago by the Hon. 
Bernardo Mattarello, Minister of 
P.T.T., to consider what disposition 
should be made of demonetized 
Italian stamps that had been accumu- 
lating since Italy discontinued her 
Philatelic Agency. Mr. Lindquist also 
mentioned having discussed the matter 
on his present trip with Dr. Enzo 
Diena, whose father, Dr. Alberto 
Diena, had served on the committee, 
and with Vittorio Lo Bianco, a fore- 
most stamp dealer there, as well as 
with Dr. Renato Lillini, Chief of the 
Postal Division, in an effort to learn 
what developments there had been. 


Mr. Lindquist included in his re- 
port this week what he had been able 
to ascertain from these interviews. 
He has since then forwarded a let- 
ter which he received later from Dr. 
Enzo Diena, reporting a decision that 
developed just after his interviews, 
and which is apparently in complete 
opposition to the recommendations 
made by the Committee that has 
been considering the matter for three 
years. Dr. Diena’s letter follows: 


“Re. the Post Office remainders, 
something new has happened: just 
after you left, the new Minister of | — 
Posts, Mr. Maxia, held a press con- | — 
ference during which he spoke of 
several improvements in the Italian 
postal service. He also said that, in 
order to finance part of these im- 
provements (which include pay raises 
for the employecs), he is planning to | 
sell the entire stock of demonetized | 
postage stamps and to raise no less 
than five billion Italian lire from the 
sale. One wonders if he really meant | 
what he said, because the value of the 
remainders had recently been asses- | 
sed by a Government committee at | 
2.8 billions; and furthermore, the | 
former Minister had agreed that even 
this figure was unattainable, and had 
decided to sell 0.8 billion lire worth 
of stamps only, and to destroy th 
rest. We'll see what happens.”

Mexican Independence 
U. S. Commemorative 


HE United States commemorative post- 

age stamp marking the 150th anni- 
versary of Mexican Independence, which 
is to be a part of a joint issuance of spe- 
cial stamps by the two neighboring na- 
tions, will be first placed on sale Septem- 
ber 16, 1960, at Los Angeles, California. 
Los Angeles was designated as the place 
of initial issuance because it has the great- 
est concentration of Americans of Mexi- 
can origin in this country. 

Except for the necessary differences in 
text and denominations, the Mexican In- 
dependence stamps issued by both nations 
will be identical in design, featuring the 
bell now at the National Palace in Mexico 
City which is rung each year by the Presi- 
dent of Mexico to signal the beginning of 
the Independence anniversary. This his- 
toric bell was brought to Mexico City 
from Dolores, where Miguel Hidalgo rang 
it in his church in his call for independ- 
ence. 


As noted in the Department’s release 
of May 25, 1960, the common designs 
were the result of the cooperative efforts 
of Leon Helguera of Mexico and Charles 
R. Chickering of the United States Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. It was ap- 
proved in Mexico City May 12, 1960, by 
postal officials of Mexico and members of 
the United States Post Office Department’s 
Citizens’ Stamp Advisory Committee. 

The design of the United States com- 
memorative postage stamp to mark the 
150th amniversary of Mexican Inde- 
pendence will be announced at an early 
date. It will, as noted, be printed in red 
and green on white—the Mexican Na- 
tional colors. ~ Printing will be on the 
Giori press, in sheets of 50 subjects, L- 
type perforated, and a total of 120 million 
stamps has been ordered. 


Collectors desiring first day cancella- 
tions may send addressed envelopes, to- 
gether with remittance to cover the cost 
of the stamps to be affixed, to the Post- 
master, Los Angeles 52, California. A 
close fitting enclosure of postal card thick- 
ness should be placed in each envelope 
and the flap either turned in or sealed.

Boy's Club of America 
Commemorative 


HE 4¢ commemorative postage stamp 

marking the 100th anniversary of the 
Boys’ Clubs of America Movement, to be 
first placed on sale October 18, 1960, at 
New York, New York, will show a profile 
head of a young boy. The stamp was 
designed tby Charles T. Coiner, vice- 
president in charge of N. 'W. Ayer & 
Son’s Art Department, Philadelphia. 

The boy’s head at the right of the de- 
sign, facing left, is printed in a shade of 
red. At the left side, between two hori- 
zontal bars, are the words “BOYS 
CLUBS OF AMERICA” in dark roman 
lettering arranged so that each word is 
flush to the right. 


Design of Boys Clubs 
of America stamp 


Below these words, to the extreme left 
and reading upwards, are the years “1860- 
1960”. The denomination “4c” is in the 
lower left, and “WU. S. POSTAGE” across 
the bottom. The horizontal bars and the 
denomination are in blue, and all other 
lettering is in gray. 

The design for this stamp was modeled 
from Mr. Coiner’s original drawing by 
Charles R. Chickering of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. The vignette was 
engraved by Matthew D. Fenton, and the 
lettering and numerals by Robert J. Jones. 

Printing will be on the Giori press, 
sheet-fed, and perforated by the L-type 
perforating machine. The stamps _ will 
measure 0.84 by 1.44 inches, arranged 
vertically, and issuance will be in sheets 
of fifty subjects. An initial order for 120 
million has been placed. 


Collectors desiring first day cancella- — 


tions may send addressed envelopes, to- 
gether with remittance to cover the cost 
of the stamps to be affixed, to the Post- 
master, New York 1, New York. A close- 
fitting enclosure of postal card thickness 
should be placed in each envelope and the 
flap either turned in or sealed. 

Collectors should bear in mind that this 
is a vertical stamp, and covers should be 
addressed low and as far to the left as

Rocket Mail from the 


N July 13, 1958, the Reac- 
O tion Research Society spon- 

sored an experimental rocket 
mail flight at the Mojave Test Area, 
Kern County, California. It was 
destined to meet with frustrations, 
and failure of the rocket to fulfill 
as intended is plainly evident in 
the covers. 

The first problem to cope with 
was the intense heat of the day, 
with 110 deg. at the time the flight 
was to take place. According to in- 
formation from Edward B. Parker, 
president of the Society, only ten 
pieces of philatelic mail were placed 
in the rocket, owing to space limita- 
tions. Each piece of mail was num- 
bered on the back, with a black rub- 
ber-stamp, “RRS1,” “RRS2,” etc. 

The rocket was equipped with a 
parachute recovery system, but me- 
chanical difficulties arose which re- 
sulted in the rocket hitting the

ground with tremendous 
The severity of the concussion caused 
the four layers of aluminum foil in 
which the covers were wrapped to 
split open; and oil leaking from the 
broken mechanical switch soaked 
through the covers. When removed 
from the smashed rocket, the covers 
were so wrinkled that they had to 
be steam-ironed before they could be 
placed in the mail. Also, bits of 
aluminum foil had become imbedded 
in several of them. One of the tech- 
nicians was injured at the launch- 
ing site and had to be taken to a 
doctor for treatment. 

The ten pieces of experimental 
rocket mail are described as follows: 
Regular weight airmail envelopes 
(6144 x 814 inches), postmarked 
Hawthorne, California, JY 29, 1958, 
11 AM. In the oupper right hand 
corner a typed inscription, R.R.S.,

A rubber-stamped cachet on 
the left side of the cover, Reaction 
Research Society, Jul 13, 1958, Ex- 
perimental Rocket Mail, and typed 
below that: Rocket Flight to 2000 
feet over Mojave Test Area with the 
signature of Edward B. Parker, as 
President of the Reaction Research 
Society. To each cover is affixed the 
6c airmail stamp commemorating the 
50th Anniversary of the United 
States Air Force. 

Correspondence with Mr. Parker 
concerning this flight resulted in his 
discovering several pieces of rocket 
mail in the Society’s files that were 
not previously known to exist. In 
commemoration of the Society’s 
tenth anniversary an experimental 
mail rocket flight had been held on 
September 20, 1953, at the Mojave 
Test Area, near Mojave, California. 
Souvenir since mail cards were. 
carried, each one being numbered. 

The souvenir rocket cards meas- 
ure 814 x 51% inches and on one sidé 
is the printed inscription: “This sou- 
venir card was FLOWN BY ROCK- 
ET, Sunday, September 20, 1953 in 
a rocket launched by the REAC- 
TION RESEARCH SOCIETY, 
Glendale, California’ at the MO- | 
JAVE TEST AREA near Mojave, 
California to celebrate the TENTH |

printed number of the card. On the 
reverse side of the card is a photo- 
graph of a rocket zooming into the 
sky with a vapor trail behind it.

(4) The aforementioned Committee, 
which has been working for nearly 
three years, has considered: (a) 
destroying the entire lot; (b) de- 
stroying only such issues as are 
already in big supply on the mar- 
ket; (c) selling the entire lot. (d) 
Divide the remainders into twenty- 
eight lots and sell them at auction. 
(e) An American dealer offered a 
flat sum for the entire lot, with op- 
tion to withdraw them in instal- 
ments and pay only for the part 
withdrawn; this offer was refused. 
We heard many other versions 
and much guessing, but we feel the 
foregoing is pretty close to fact. 
_ However, we decided to arrange an 
appointment with Dr. Renato Lillini, 
Chief of the Postal Division, in an 
effort to get first-hand authoritative 
information. Dr. Lillini called in 
Mr. Aldo Piermattei, head of the 
Special Bureau for Philatelic Sery- 
ice, and I was shown a release that 
will soon be sent out which will 
clarify the situation, although some 
details still remained to be settled. 
They seemed to be fairly definite on 
one point, however, which was that 
the stamps, if sold at all, will be of- 
fered at auction. We have been 
promised a release as soon as it is 
available. 
_ We discussed several other mat- 
Bers of philatelic interest. For in- 
stance, Italian stamps have the year 
of issue printed on the bottom of 
each stamp, and the stamps are good 
‘for purchase for one full calendar 
year after date of issue.

There we met Alfredo, 
Jr., son of the proprietor, who had 
recently opened a large garden res- 
taurant with the world-famous name 
of Quo Vadis. While different, it 
lived up to its namesakes. Of course 
we insisted on a visit to the Hosteria 
Dell’ Orso where we enjoyed chick- 
en in champagne and wild straw- 
berries. The building dates from 
the thirteenth century, and Dante 
is reputed to have stayed there. 


Then, to cap the climax, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lo Bianco insisted that our 
final dinner in Rome must be en- 
joyed at their beautiful home at 10 
Paoli Frisi, where we were served 
with practically everything for 
which we had expressed a liking. 

In between the meetings we have 


mentioned we had the pleasure of 
meeting Mrs. Estelle Escobar, daugh- 
ter of our well beloved Jacob 8.

Luigi Raybaudi Massilia, the first 
part of whose names make up the 
title of the firm. They have a large 
suite of offices, with a large central 
room for auctions. We were just in 
time to receive the first copy of their 
240-page illustrated net price list 
containing 12,680 separate offers. 
Scores of full-page plates make it a 
real reference work. The prices are 
good only until October 31, 1960, a 
period of 414 months, so one can 
realize the volume of business that 
is done. 

There were many other persons 
we would like to have seen, but with 
only five days at Rome, we had 
crowded in as much as possible. We 
had not been able to do any shopping 
or exploring, and as we write this 
we are about to leave for Monteca- 
tini, a spa in the Tuscany district, 
where we can take the baths and 
drink the waters while continuing 
our philatelic contacts in various 
cities of the district. Our next re- 
port will be from there.

and South America, had its first day in 
Miami, Florida, June 10th, 1960 with ap- 
propriate ceremonies at the Pan American 
Stamporee, opening day of a three-day 
exhibition and bourse, sponsored by the 
Florida Federation of Stamp Clubs.

The Royal and Post Office 
Exhibits at the London 
International Show 


TAMPS from the Royal Col- 

lection at Buckingham Palace 

have now been chosen by Sir 
John Wilson, Keeper of the Royal 
Philatelic Collections, with the con- 
sent of Her Majesty, Patron of 
the Exhibition, for inclusion in, the 
Royal Exhibit at the London Inter- 
national Stamp Exhibition which 
opens at the Royal Festival Hall, 
London, at 10:00 am. Saturday, 
July 9, 1960, and remains open un- 
til Saturday, July 16th. The organi- 
zers have also released a few details 
of the intense security arrangements 
planned to ensure the safety of ex- 
hibits of stamps and other philatelic 
material valued at over £10,000,000. 


The stamps in the Queen’s ex- 
hibit will all be from issues in ac- 
tual use one hundred years ago. 
These include many pages of the 
Royal Collection which have never 
before been exhibited in public. 


Great Britain will be represented 
by six pages of the unusual Private 
Telegraph Companies stamps, sel- 
dom seen in collections these days. 
The items include some which are 
unique. 

The Australian States provide 
twelve pages and include the only 
known mint block of four of the 
first issue of Queensland, together 
with a display of rouletted issues 
of South Australia and the Perkins 
Bacon printings for Western Aus- 
tralia. 


The embossed 9d, and 1/- stamps 
of Natal were still in use in 1860, 
but in unused condition they are 
unknown outside the Royal Collec- 
tion from which examples of these 
9d and 1/- varieties will be dis- 
played. Another unique Natal item 
is the Die Proof of the Perkins Ba- 
con Chalon Head with marginal in- 
structions, 


From the West Indian section of 
the collection will come six pages 
of the first issue of Jamaica, the 
“Pineapples” of 1860, including the 
original drawings for the 6d. and 
1/- values. The 1860 lithographed 
issue of British Guiana also contains 
some outstanding rarities of which 
the magnificent unused block of 
four of the 4 cents is a good ex- 
ample. Contemporary stamps from 
Barbados and Trinidad will round 
off the B.W.I. exhibit. 


A very topical “centenarian’’ is

Other exhibits of classic issues 
will be those of India and Mauritius, 
philatelically representing the re- 
maining Continents of Asia and 
Africa. 

As the exhibits arrive from all 
parts of the world they are being 
stored in the vaults of a London 
Bank. A day or two before the Ex- 
hibition opens they will be conveyed 
by armored car under police escort 
to the Royal Festival Hall for 
mounting in the 1170 frames which 
will be ready to receive them.

When the Exhibition closes at 
night a team of guard dogs and 
their handlers take over and will 
patrol continually until the day staff 
resume duty. The dogs are not in- 
terested in stamps but they have 
been trained to dislike any unauth- 
orized intruder!

ScoTt’s MONTHLY JOURNAL FOR JUNE 
—This is a very useful monthly publica- 
tion, which contains a great deal of infor- 
mation and which often confirms many of 
my “tips.” The unabated current upward 
trend in the stamp market is readily re- 
corded, although even greater apprecia- 
tion in valuations will have to take place 
if the 1961 Scott catalog is to be consid- 
ered realistic. 


The long-expected recognition of East 
Germany’s #416 has taken place. This 
stamp is now more expensive and more 
elusive than it was at the time of its issue 
in late 1958. Now more collectors will 
try to acquire this commemorative, with- 
drawn from sale just a few hours after 
it was issued, and with the greater demand 
will come an even higher price. Since this. 
stamp has become a major number in 
Scott, and not a footnote, as it was in the 
1960 catalog, I would advise you to buy 
at best. At the time this report is being 
written. it sells from $4.00 to $5.50.

P.O.D. to Provide Pony 
Express Rubber Stamp 
Cachet 


AS part of the Post Office’s activities in 
connection with the issuance of a 
Pony Express commemorative stamped en- 
velope on July 19 in St. Joseph, Missouri, 
the Burlington Railroad will make a spe- 
cial run to St. Joseph. This run will re- 
enact the role of its predecessor, the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad, in 
bringing the first batch of ‘West bound 
mail for the Pony Express a century ago. 
The equipment used in the special run 
will include a 19th century Diamond Stack 
steam locomotive and a replica of the 
first railway mail car in which mail was 
sorted enroute. Both are relics of the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad which 
inaugurated the first rail service between 
the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers in 
February 1859. 

On April 13 of the following year, a 
special Hannibal and St. Joseph train, pow- 
ered by a wood-burning steam engine, 
rushed the first batch of oil-skin wrapped 
envelopes destined for the Pony Express 
to St. Joseph from Hannibal. The distance 
of 206 miles was covered in less that 4 
hours or an average of about 50 miles an 
hour—breakneck speed in those days. 

The steam engine to be used in the re- 
enactment is of later vintage, having been 
built in 1892 and substantially modified to 
duplicate earlier models. 

The Railway Mail car replica authentic- 


ally reproduces the car that went into . 


service on the Hannibal and St. Joseph 


| ASIAN OFFER 
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Railroad in 1862 to deliver mail sorted 
enroute to the Overland Stage coach at 
St. Joseph. The car was developed by 
William R. Davis, Assistant Postmaster at 
St. Joseph and was the forerunner of to- 
day’s Railway Post Office cars. 

To commemorate this special run into 
St. Joseph, Missouri, on July 19, 1960, 
the Post Office Department will provide a 
special rubber stamp cachet showing the 
old locomotive and mail car, and a Pony 
Express rider. 

The Department will also utilize a spe- 
cial cancellation approximating as closely 
as possible an old Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad R.P.O. marking. 

Collectors desiring this cachet and post- 
mark may send stamped, addressed en- 
velopes to the Postmaster, St. Joseph, Mis- 
souri, to reach him prior to July 19. En- 
velopes should be of ordinary letter size, 
should have a close fitting enclosure of 
postal card thickness, and the flap should 
be either turned in or sealed. An envelope 
must not be sent for the return of these 2S 
covers, and the Department will not un- Fae 
dertake to address, cachet and cancel the 
4-cent Pony Express Centennial embossed 
envelopes which will be placed on sale 
that day at St. Joseph. 

The outside envelope or wrapper to the 
Postmaster at St. Joseph must be marked 
“Hannibal and St. Joseph R.P.O. Cover.”

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John Boynton Kaiser

E are informed by Herbert P. Wood- 
ward, Dean of Rutgers University, 
Newark, New Jersey, that at its 194th 
Commencement on June 8, 1960, Rutgers 
(the State University of New Jersey) con- 
ferred the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Humane Letters on John Boynton Kaiser.
